ROPE TIRES SOLVING 
HAULING PROBLEM IN 
AUSTRALIAN ‘BUSH’ 


The advent of the motor car into 
Australia to a very great extent has 
solved the difficulties of transporta­ 
tion usually found in countries of vast 
distances and comparatively few trav­ 
eling facilities. 
The rough nature of the country 
over which the cars travel and the 
excessive heat often experienced have 
made the cost of rubber tires a serious 
item 
in 
maintenance and in conse­ 
quence many experiments have been 
made to obtain a substitute for rubber 
at a moderate cost. 
One of the latest 
inventions which is claimed to have 
Ived the problem of producing an 
•mergency tire at a comparatively 
low cost is that of the “homing” tire. 
When first marketed the “homing" 
tire was designed for emergency use 
only in case of a puncture or blowout, 
but it proved so satisfactory that in 
the country districts these rope tires 
are frequently used on all wheels of 
the car, particularly in rough or stony 
country. 
The tires are bullet, nail 
and glass proof and if the speed of 
16 miles an hour is not exceeded, it is 
claimed that they are almost as easy 
riding as pneumatic tires. 
They take 
the place of both inner tube and cas­ 
ing.
